2 . The inipoi t of newbprint from Riusin uud tho other Re¬ 
publics of tlic former Soviet Union shall be governed by the 
prc.-ient Public Notice. 


3. Imports b> ncuiiil Useis ,—The Actual Users, i.e, tlie 
newspapci.',, may impon newsprint directly by themselves from 
Russia and liic other Republics of the former Soviet Union 
by making payments in hard currency in the same manner as 
they import newsprint from hard currency areas of the 
world. All the conditions mentioned in paragraphs 2 to 8 
of the aforc.said Public Notice of 31 March, 1992 shall apply 
to such imporls, 

4. Import.? bv Non-Actual Users ;—Newsprint may be im¬ 
ported Ironi Russia and the other Republics of the former 
Soviet Union by Non-Actual Users, i.e. by persons other than 
ncvispapcrs, al.sq siibjecl to the following conditions ■—-- 

(a) Tho import of newsprmt shall be made only through 
an ESCROW account designated m US dollars 
opened m a, commercial bank in India with the ap¬ 
proval of the Re.scrve Bank of India i

(b> The payment for the import shall be credited to tfie 
FSCKOW account which shall be utilised only for 
the purpose of export of goods from India toTtussia 
and the other Republics of the former Soviet Union. 
Export of any item may be linanced from the 
ESCROW account, including the items mentioned 
iji Appendix 2 of the Trade Protocol dated 22nd 
February, 1992 between fndia and Rus.sia, provided 
the exported item is not an item included in the 
Negative List of Kxpons under the Export und Im 
port Policy (1992-1997), ! 

(c) The imported nev/sprint .shall be sold only to news¬ 
papers holding a “Certificate of Entitlement to Im¬ 
port New.sprini" issued by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India (RNI), Ministry of Information & 
ftroadcBSting. Government of India. In the case of 
newspapers covered by paragraph 5 of the aforesaid 
Public Notice of 31.st March, 1992, the quantity 
sold shall not e.xceed the maximum quantity allowed 
under the import entitlement certificate.

5. In the ca.ve of all sales, the quantity of newsprint aold 
shall be endorcs on the import entitlement certificate toge¬ 
ther with the date of tale. The imporcr shall furnish quar¬ 
terly relurn.s to the RNI and the Chief Controller of Imports 
find Exports indicating the quantities of newsprint imported, 
quantity sold and the quantities left in balance, together with 
details of the newsprint sold to individual newspapers, till 
such time as the imported nev,sprint has been completely 
sold. 2 .' 

(). In the case ol newspapers covered by paragraph 4 of the 
nforesaid Public Notice of 31st March, 1992, the newsprint 
purchased by them shall be counted as imported newsprint 
tor fulfilling the 2 : 1 ratio between domestic and imported 
newsprint stipulated theicin.

prinl specified in the certificate issued by the RNI
